Now 
there is no greater admirer of 
| Beitien colonial, methods than 
Marshal Lyautey, and he con- 
fessed, in 2 recent interview 
published in “Overseas,” that he 
had tried, where possible, to 
imitate those methods, or to 
apply them with suitable modi- 
fications, in the French colonies 
under his administration, Ac- 
quiring his first practical experi- 
ence of colony building in Tonkin 
and Indo-China,. he. had. as his 
mentor and'-his guide. General? :

Where he has differed, however, 
from British metho3s, has been 
in the role that France has set 
out to fulfil in regard -to the 
native population. Whilst hold- 
ing every possible amdiration for 
British colenisers and fully 
aggreeing, for instance, with the 
conclusiers reached in feeley’s 
“Expansion of England,” he 
holds that methods that are ap- 
plicable in one century are not 
necessarily appcable in the 
next. That is why the political 
and administrative role that 
France has in view when deal- 
ing with her native populations 
is perhaps rather different from 
that of Britain. Which has 
been the most successful from 
every point of view must be left 
to historians to decide, but the 
bare fact that, in spite of revolu- 
tionary propaganda, changing 
racial ideals, and the subversive 
movement against our Imperial 
policy, Grqat Britain has ensured 
an almost unbroken peace in her 
posessions, is itself eloquent of 
the soldity and honesty of her 
colonial policy, old-fashioned and 
unyielding as it, may sometimes 
be.

“Hubert the “Hippo ‘Is again in 
the news, This strange animal 
which, for no renson that can be 
ancertuined, suddenly left his 
home in Zululand in November, 
1928, and has since wandered 
down -the whole length of “the 
Natal const, has been made a god 
by the nativea of the Enstern 
Cape, writes the Johannesburg 
correspondent of the Morning 
Post. 

His present place of residence 
is Mount Pleasant, a few miles 
inand from the port of East Lon- 
don. No hippo has been seen in 
the Cape for half a century or 
so, and thus to the natives 
Hubert, lumbering over the horl- 
zon from the north, is holy. . 

He is now universally looked 
upon as the reincarnation of a 


great chief and an emblem ‘of 


peace, progress, and the advance- 
ment of the natives through edu- 
cation and culture and not through 
violence, His benign presence is 
thus having a greater pacifying 
effect than all the efforts of the 
Native Affairs Department. 

Some weeks ago Hubert must 
have struck a bad patch, for he 
unceremoniously. crashed through 
‘the fence of a farm-house at 
Blaney and helped himself, like 
any common tramp, ' to the con- 
tents of the dustbin. : 

Since then, ‘however, he has 
settled down to the. comfortable 
life of o country gentleman at 
Mount Pleasant, where he growa 
fat on mealies and what not, in 
between dips in the Nahoon River. 
Everyone jn the district respects 
bis solitude, and no ore ever dis- 
turbs him. In return he never 
does: any serious damage or in- 
jury. He has ever learnt to res- 
pect farmers’ fences, and he now 
burrows under them instead of 
walking straight through them. 


Trek from Zululand 


The only thing that disturbs 
the even tenor of his way is when 
natives come to worship him from 
afar off, 

In his twenty-eight ' months 
amble down from Zululand 
Hubert has covered approximately 
400 miles, and has become South 
Africa's national pet. The early 
stages of his tour were something 
in the nature of a Royal 
progress. Special correspondents 
from the papers followed his 
every.:movemont, and photograph- 
ers clicked at him from every 
corner, 

After he had displayed his dis. 
taste for publicity by trampling 
on a few cameras, however, he 
wos more or less left alone, 
Special Provincial gazcttes made 
injuring him a statutory offence, 
and his passage through the vari- 
ous yillages was recorded more 
after the nature of a trans-Atlan- 
tte flight, with brief Press mess. 
ages such as “Hubert passe 
through here at 6.30 this morn: 
ing.” 

Hubert’s last great exploit was 
when he was suddenly seized with 
a taste for town life and paid a 
puesing visit to Port St. John. 
Shortly after dark one evening a 
town councillor was on his way 
to. attend a council -meeting. 
Crossing 9 grass-covered plot in 
the Market Square he flashed his 
electric torch on what he thoyght 
was a stray ox—and the beam fell 
full on Hubert.

8 (3. mercenaries), then it may 
pechaps end itself in the exhaustion 
ov destructlon of ona community or’ 
the other. But it is better that we 
should fight our own battles: 

This was the sense of a passage 
in an interview which a Statesman 
representative had with Mr. Gandhi 
in Karachi. 

Mr. Gandhi had previously agread 
that the Indian Army would nead . 
some British officers, and perhaps 
some British regiments, and the 
Statesinan representative had asked 
him why he expected they would | 
serve under an alien Government. 

He replied: “Well, we hava known 
of mercenary armles in Europe in 
the past, and though the inspira- 
tion of patriotism has supplanted 
pure mercenarism, the soldier, still 
asks for and receives the monetary 
wages of his uervice. Why should 
he not be willingly to lend his ger- 
vices on similar terms for the 
common good of humanity?" 

He stated that he was open to 
conviction that Dominion status was 
better for India than independence 
and, that if he were thus persuaded 
at the Round-Table Conference he 
would do ‘his utmost to bring the 
Working Committee round to that 
way of thinking.

Mr. Morrison and New 
Regulations. 


Mr. Herbert Morrison, the Min- 
ister of Traneport, made his first 
public appearance since his eleva- 
tion to Cabinet rank at the annual 
luncheon of the Commercial Motor- 
Users’ Association, at the Savoy 
Hotel, on March 25. 

In a light-hearted mood he told 
the industry that it was lucky to be 
ruled by regulations and not by 
statute, because the Ministry could 
always undo to-morrow the harm it 
had done to-day. He warned them, 
however, that while the Ministry 
was willing to Hsten to argument a 
regulation once fixed would be 
strictly enforced. ve 

Referring to the new . Motor 
Vehicles Regulations, he snid that 
he had been reluctant to impose any 
regulations upon the commercial 
motor industry which would in any 
way be regarded as unduly onerous. 
“I look forward, however, to Janu- 
‘ary 1, 1940, as a date when the 
then Minister of Transport will be 
able to address a prosperous Com- 
mercial Motor Users’, Association, 
and convey to them the welcome 
news that road costs are rapidly 
falling,” he added. :

BRITISH. MOTORS. 


Sir H. Austin and the 
McKenna Duties. 


The stimulus which the War gave 
to the adoption by the British motor 
car Industry of mass ‘production 
methods was stressed by Sir Her- 
bert Austin in a speech at a lun- 


jcheon of the American Chamber of 


Commerce, London, Sir Herbert 
Austin recalled that between 1900 
and 1914 progress in motor manu- 
facture was not very rapid, Firms 
made too many models and intro- 
duced too many changes. Costs were 
high and manufacturing facilities : 
were of a hand made variety. This 
was changed, however, by, the War 
which gave manufacturers a real 
appreciation of what might be ac- 
complished by- mass production. At 
the Armistice they were four years 
behind in their conception of what 
to build, but this defect was coun- 
ter-balanced by the knowledge 
which they gained of the valuc of 
mass production and the confidence 
necessary to deal with large quan- 
tities, While Britain was out of 
business, America had quite 
legitimately secured moet of the 
foreign markets. 

Sir Herbert Austin pointed out

Bicycles in Japan have increased 
from 100,000 in 1908 td} more than 
6,000,000 in 1931, according to 
statistics compiled by tyre manu- 
facturing companies. 

Automobiles have fieeaaed: from 

Japan, according to the tyre 
high “bicycle-ized” countries in 
the world, ranking ahead of Hol- 
land. It is one of the few coun- 
tries where bicycles are commonly 
used as cargo carriers. 

Anyone who has travelled exten- 
sively in the Empire will bear wit- 
ness to the accuracy of tyre makers’ 
statements. Thousands of bicycles 
city etreeta and make life 
miserable for motorists. Additional 
thousands swarm the country roads, 

Plate glass, potted plants, ferti- 
lizer, and even cattle and hogs are 
trinsported on bicycle trailers 
whica are universally used for 
transporting light cargo between 
points in cities and between yill- 
ages. 

Restaurants use bicycle delivery 
boys extensively and it is common 
to see a coolie pedalling his bicy- 
cle through the streets guiding with 
one hand and balancing a dozen 
luncheon trays piled atop one an- 
other, with the other. 

A majority, of the bicycles used 
in Japan are made in factories in 
the Empire. The front wheel hand 
brake is used almost universally in 
contrast to the coaster brake used 
in the United States. 

The production of Japanese made 
motorcycles also is increasing, al- 
though the two leading American 
makes still dominate the market for 
higher priced machines,
